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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the 102(b) rejection under Saini (US 5439647) 
reads on applicant's claimed invention. While applicant argues that Saini does not disclose, teach or suggest the use of serveral detection 
fields in which receptors are immobilized and at least one radiation receiver for each individual detection field to detect luminescence 
radiation (as is recited in claim 17), examiner disagrees. Saini does read on the recited language because Saini discloses having in i.e. 
column 3, lines 36-39, analytes that can be analyzed on two or more sensing chemistries ("detection fields") and the sensing chemistries 
each have a radiation receiver ("detector," i.e. 70, Fig. 3A-C) to detect luminescence radiation (i.e. column 2, lines 29-31). Furthermore, 
applicant should note that while claims are interpreted in view of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims. With regard to applicant's argument that Saini does not disclose, teach or suggest that the radiation detector is integrated into the 
semiconductor substrate facing the detection field directly on the back side of the waveguide facing away from the detection field, 
examiner disagrees. Saini discloses in Figs. 3C, column 3, lines 16-33, the claimed language. Thus, the 102(b) rejection is maintained. 
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
